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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Resfrictioiis 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species 1) The least squares estimation technique in Fig. 8a 

Species 2) The discrete Fourier transform (DFT) estimation technique in Fig. Sb 
Species 3) The table look-up technique in Figs. 8c-8d. 

Species 1-3 are directed to related techniques for the generally common purpose of providing a 
common coordinate basis between two optical wireless units. The related inventions are distinct if the 
inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are 
not obvious variants; and the in ventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05O). 

In the instant case, each Species is intended for use with different types of servo detectors. 
Species 1 is intended for use with servo detectors with linear performance (p. 28, 2 nd paragraph). Species 
2 is intended for use with servo detectors with servo detectors that do not behave linearly (p. 28, 3 rd 
paragraph). Species 3 is intended for use with optical detectors that exhibit a highly non-linear behavior 
(p- 33, 1 st full paragraph). As framed above, the species are distinct because: 

The disclosure suggests that each Species is mutually exclusive of the other Species. 
That is, use of one Species suggests not using either of the other two Species. 
The Species are not obvious variants of each other. 

Each Species has a materially different mode of operation. For example, notice that 
each Species operates with a different set of equations and calculations. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 
at least claim 37 is generic to all the species. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species 
that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
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claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is 
considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
